They will be 
shipped all over tl'ie world,- to let peo- 
ple know what good food products are 
being put 
up In" Janesville. 
Even 
then tiie yield of peas is light. It had 
been expected that this year's crop 
would nil at least anotner/half mil- 
lion cans. 
Approximately six ' hun- 
dred 
of 
RocK 
county's 
fertile 


acres, are planted to peas this year. 


• About 100 acres east of town, near 


Mount Zion, are planted to peas this 
season, 'and 500 acres aouth of town 
to the same crop, n ts .the product of 
the former farm which. Is now beuie 
carried through town loaded on hay 
racks. The pea vines are cut with a 
harvester, loaded Into the wagons and 
taken 
immediately to the 'factory, 


whe"re they are canned as Boon as pos- 
sible.- A machine called a ylner or 
podder takes off the pea pods; It Is 
formed jri part of two cylinders, the 
outer one of whicn Is revolving arid 
the inner one does the beating, wnlch 
Breaks up the pods, making: the sepa- 
ration possible. 
\ 
Screens Get Rid of Dirt. 
Screens also help to get rid of dirt 
arid the broken bits of pods', but ex- 
treme' cana is necessary on the part of 
the operator In arranging- the speed 
of the .machine, that the Render peas 
are not broken. 
Then the vines are 
stacked and sold at a low price to the 
farmers who raise, sweet corn for the 
company. 
It makes excellent milk 


feed; arid cows, especially, do well on 
/Manager F. H. Beilharz yesterday 
in speaking ot the Hohenadel com-- 
pany. which had canned vegetables in 
the local factory for 19 years, says 
there have been great changes in the 
machinery used 
in the process of 
earning. 
Nearly everything In 
the 


machine line has been replaced with 
modern,

cans are of the sanitary kind, and are 
sealed by the crimping process rather 
than the solder formerly used.

Germans, Credited With Betraying 


Hindenburg's Plans, Brought to U.S. 


NEW YORK—Two 
German 
pris- 


oners, the first to bo brought to this 
country, came down the gangplank 
when

transport 
Agamemnon 


docked at Hoboken, and pending- their 
transfer elsewhere—they were taken 
to the guard house in Hoboken and 
locked up.

Much mysterp. surrounds the Impris- 
onment of these-^nen and the reasons 
why they were Ahlpped to this joun- 
try Instead of being\ kept In one of 
Lhe camps abroad.

Ultimately they

declared to have bec-n turned over by 
them to the American military intel- 
ligence and were fonvarded to Gen- 
eral Fe'rshing's headquarters. 


The plans, which are a'llegfld to 
have been obtained in this way, were 
received Just before the American of- 
fensive in 1918 and are asserted to 
have contained 
enough information 


as to the movements of the Germans 
,to have been of'aid to General Persh- 
Ing In his disposition'of men and war 
material at the time of the American 
advance. 
None of (ho details, how- 
ever, could bo verified officially at the 
war department in Washington. 


After the plans had been given to 
the allies the men remained within 
the American lines and were made 
'"prisoners of war" 
for 
their 
own 
safety. 
It was asserted that although 


they were "taken" during tho Amer- 
ican offensive, certain G-erman 
offi- 
cer* supected that they had aided the 
American army and had banded to- 
gether to mete out through a "ven- 
detta" what they considered German 
justice suitable in the clrumstances.
